International Livestock Exposition 


da As A National Unit 


Sour Stomach Risings 
Subdued by “Nerviline 


l*lm conference h A 1d In Winnipeg last month of two hundred reprosenta- 
tlvia of Hoards of Trade and Chambers of Commerce from every province In 
Canada, and called together for the avowed purpose of frankly discussing the 
economic situation and ne?4.j of Canada, ami from which discussion all parti 
ran political considerations ami controversies were rigidly excluded, gives 
promise of having inaugurated a now* era In the discussion and consideration 
ol practical questions and problems. At the concluding session one delegate 
characterized it as the "second Canadian t on federation," and, apart from the 
important* resolutions, all unanimously adopted, provision was made for the 
continuation of the work of tin* ecu:ft*fence by the forming of a Dominion 
Hoard of -Trade. 

There was plain speaking at the conference, and no minimizing of the ex 
tent of the problems ami difficulties at present confronting the Dominion, but, 
in all respects, there* was a pronounced note* of confidence in Canada and In 
the courage, ability and determination ot the Canadian people to work out 
their ownNind th**ir country's salvation. Canada has progressed greatly dur¬ 
ing the first fifty years of confederation, but the conference was agreed that 
in the years just ahead of il will he found its great opportunity, which, if fully 
grasped. Will h ad to a future of brilliance, abounding development and pros¬ 
perity. v 

The object of the conference was to bring together representative busi¬ 
ness inch from the Maritime Provinces, Ontario and Quebec, the Bralrle Prov¬ 
inces, and British Columbia in order that tin* problems or grievances and the 
econ6m|r outlook of each of these four main sections might be frankly* pre¬ 
sented «ml Just as frankly discussed la the hoi** that as a result a better un 
dersfamling might result alia spirit of give and take, of (compromise, of a 
wllllngm ss to get together be developed. The conference was unquestion 
ably a success In these respects. 

The economic si uution in the Maritime Provnines received lengthy and 
sympathetic consideration, and it was generally ngr«*ed that action should bo 
taken to help solve the problems at present confronting that portion of tho 
Dominion. Marl line representatives strongly urged that it was essential 
that steps be taken to encourage the use of Canada’s Atlantic seaports, and the 
diversion to those ports of much of the Canadian tiafilc now going to world 
markets ihrugh the I’nited States. On the other hand the sliadlly growing 
importance of trade \ la the Pacific route and the Panama Canal to Europe was 
outlined. Then, between these two, the case for the development of the SL 
l.awrence and Great luikes waterways to enable ocean-going vessels to come 
W ell In to the lnt orlor of Canada and Great Lakes vessels to pro cee d overseas 
without breaking bulk, as well as tb«- <lev«*/opnient of the Hutffim 
were presented. In time, no doubt, all these routes will be fully utilized, but 
the question now is. apart from purely political or sectional considerations, 
which offers the most immediate and greatest beneficial results to Canada as u 
w hole. 

In regard to another question, however, namely the coal mining industry, 
it was found that the Interests of the Maritime Provinces and Alberta are 
largely identical, ami one of the gratifying results of the conference was a 
joint meeting of men from these two widely scattered sections to draft a 
resolution covering this question, not from a Provincial or local point of view, 
hut from a broad national standpoint. 

The conference likewise disclosed a wonderful unanimity of opinion on the 
subject of immigration. Far East and Far West united with the more cen¬ 
tral Provinces In declaring that Canada’s greatest need wan more population 
In order to assist in carrying present national burdens of taxation, to solve 
our complex railway and transportation problems, and to develop the wealth

Trade Conditions Improving 


London.—Tho extent of the Illicit 
(raffle in drugs, such as opium, mor¬ 
phine ami cocaine, Is revealed In a re¬ 
port which haft Just been Issued by tho 
advisory committee on traffic in opium 
of the League of Nations. 

According to this report over 1,100 
s« Imres of contraband drugs have 
been reported to tho league during 
the last four years. In the majority 
of cases seizures were made on board 
"hip. where drugs were % concealed in 
the most unsuspected and out-of- 
the way places, as, for instance, the 
lamps of the bridge compass, the 
water tank under the boilers, in bar¬ 
rels of smoked fish, casks of cnrbollc 
arldf tea chests with false bottoms, 
the cylinder or a life raft, under colls 
of rope.

Announced By 
Minister of Finance 

Victoria.—Substantial reductions in 
Income tax and, pending further in¬ 
vestigation, tho introduction of a sub 
stltufe tax. a ten per cent, reduction in 
personal property tax to business men 
adversely affected by the incidence ot 
the tax, were announced In the budget 
of Hon. J. D. MacLean, minister of 
finance. 

It is proposed to reduce the tax on 
business Incomes over $20,000 from 
ten per cent, to eight per cent.; on 
incomes up to $3,000 the tax will be 
one per rent, and on incomes between 
$3,00o and $ 1,000 at two per cent., 
while each section of business and 
income from Investments are to ob¬ 
tain relative reductions.

The attempt of the National¬ 
ists to forestall Germany’s adhesion to 
the league by deniitnding enactment of 
a special law authorizing such pro¬ 
cedure was dofouted by a heavy vote. 

With regard to Germany' entry to 
the league, the Centrists, German Peo¬ 
ple’s party and Democrats, have adopt¬ 
ed a resolution “to urge tho govern¬ 
ment to exerti.se all possible energy to 
obtain amplification of tho conces¬ 
sions in accordance with the spirit of 
Locarno prior to Germany's entry iuto 
the league.”

Rapid Expansion As a Mlxsd Farming 
Province Is Notsd 

Alberta’s rapid expansion as n mixed 
farming province In recent years has 
brought about a development* of other 
branches of firming hitherto neglect¬ 
ed, especially (hat of poultry raiding. 
Three years ago this province was a 
heavy importer of eggs and other poul¬ 
try products In order lo meet domestic 
requirements, but ths farmers, realiz¬ 
ing that poultry raising was a valuable 
adjunct to their regular activities, 
havo lately increased production to 
such a degree that ths province has 
now become sn exporter. Last year, 
U is estimated the province produced 
over 20,000,$00 dozen eggs of a value 
of $5,706,000. In addition some 
6,200,000 pounds of lire and dressed 
poultry, worth $8,120,000, were handled 
by commercial houses, making a total 
production for the year of $8,196,000. 

This splendid showing is largely 
due to the activities of the provincial 
co-operative marketing service, which 
has now been, functioning for about 
fire yearn. A campaign for more in¬ 
tensive poultry raising, sponsored by 
this organization, brought about a 
ready response, as la evidenced by tho 
substantial increaso each year in the 
number of poultry on Alberta farms. 
In 1021 the number of poultry in tho 
province was 4,063,665. Tho follow¬ 
ing year the number had increased to 
5.422.139 and In 1023 had further in¬ 
creased to 6,630.163. Last yetfr a re*? 
high mark of 7,214,819 was established! 


Grant Britain Sending Ont Hundred to 
Tour South Africa 

Groat Britain Is making an ex 
change of farmers with South African 
cultivators. Imst nminur a delega¬ 
tion of agriculturists travelled from 
Cape Town to England and studied 
methods used there. On their return 
they published a souvenir of their 
tour, sending a copy lo tho British 
sovereigns, which their Majesties were 
"graciously pleased to accept,” nt the 
tamo tlmo expressing tho hope that 
farmers of England would return the 
visit.

Seven years havo passed sinca tho 
armistice was signed, but tha blood¬ 
stained soil of Franco still covers the 
mystery of thousands of soldiers car¬ 
ried on tho rolls of tho French minis¬ 
try of war as "missing in action.” 

A large part of the old battle lone 
has been reclaimed and the field upon 
which men fought for four years has 
been returned to crop*. In the pro¬ 
cess, tho farmers of France have oov- 
erod thousands of miles .of trenches, 
wound tens of thousands of miles of 
rusted und torn barbed wire, filled fn 
shell craters and removed with care 
the unexploded engines of war which 
unfortunately, only too frequently ex- 
plodo in tho hands of these bravo 
peasants and add more names to the 
death toll of the war.

Queen Victoria Was First Sovereign 
To Occupy It 

This y ear marks the centenary of 
Buckingham Palace as it stands today.; 
(n 1625. George IV. decided to convert 
the residence then known as Bucking j 
ham House Into a palace. The King 
died before it was completed, and not j 
until 1837—when Queen Victoria went 
to live there—was it occupied by a 
sovereign. William IV., it sc«ma, had 
no liking for the new palace nnd pre¬ 
ferred to live elsewhere. Improve-j 
ments have been made from time to 
, time, and during the reign of King Ed¬ 
ward these werq numerous and rather 
drastic. Queen Victoria and the 

Prince Consort entertained lavishly, 
in this respect the Queen showed her¬ 
self the exact opposite of her grand¬ 
mother, Queen Charlotte. At one 
time tho palaco entrance and exits 
were guarded in a very slack manner.

They con 
tain some of the hair, muscular tissue, 
fat, blood and stomach contents of a 
giant mammoth which died 50,000 
yearr-before the birth of Christ. A 
few years ago a party of Russian ex¬ 
plorers dug into an ice bank on the 
Beresovka River in Siberia and there 
unearthed the remains of an extinct 
animal in a remarkable state of preser¬ 
vation. Tho skin was so perfect that 
it was easily removed. Some of the 
hair measured 30 inches. Analysis of 
tho stomach contents showed grass 
and fiowera of the same types that 
grow in Northeastern Siberia today.

Constituting a record for Canada 
and probably for tbe world, 8,447,- 
824 bushels of all grains were mar¬ 
keted on tbe lines of tbe Canadian 
Pacific Railway in Western Canada 
on November IB. Tbe nearest ap- 
prosch to this figure was tbe 8,408,- I 
000 bushels marketed on October 18, 
1911, in the year of one of tbe great- 
eet crops tbe Dominion hat ewer 
harvested. 

Reports received at Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway headquarters this week 
show that four more accidents occur¬ 
red In cases where motorists drove 
their care into trains already in the 
process of crossing levels.
